fusion protein required enzymatic modification before it can be bound to the component of 
the membrane, where appropriate via other proteins or polypeptides (adaptors), and in that an 
enzymatic activity necessary for the enzymatic modification is activated only because of 
ligand binding or, alternatively, lack of ligand binding to the ligand-binding section. 

6. (Amended) A cell as claimed in claim 1 , characterized in that the membrane 
receptor is a transmembrane receptor, an enzyme-coupled receptor, a G-protein-coupled 
receptor, a 7-transmembrane receptor or an odor receptor (or olfactorial receptor). 
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
